New Conference Minister 


On Saturday, April 23, 1966, the 
Southeast Conference in annual session 
at the First United Church, Nashville, 
Tennessee, unanimously elected the 
Rev. William Jacob Andes, D. D., of 
Elon College, North Carolina, as Con- 
ference Minister and Superintendent 
of the Southeast Conference of the 
United Church of Christ. 

The Rev. Mr. Andes has served the 
Elon College Community Church (Unit- 
ed Church of Christ), Elon College, 
N. C., since 1954, He will assume his 
new duties in the Southeast Confer- 
ence in July. 

William Jacob Andes was born in 
Harrisonburg, Virginia, the son of the 
Rev. and Mrs. A. W. Andes. He attend- 
ed public schools in Harrisonburg, and 
at Bridgewater College, Bridgewater, 
Virginia. He received his A. B. degree 
from Elon College and his B. D. degree 
from Duke Divinity School. He receiv- 
ed the honorary Doctor of Divinity 
degree from Elon College. 

Dr. Andes is married to the former 
Carey Elizabeth Atkins of High Point, 
North Carolina. They have one son, 
David Alfred Andes, a graduate of 
Elon College and now a_ student at 
Andover-Newton Theological School, 
in his first year. 

Mrs. Andes is a graduate of the pub- 
lic schools of High Point, N. C., her 
home, and of Greensboro College, 
Greensboro, N. C. She has had several 
additional courses at Duke Divinity 
School and at Scarritt College, Nash- 
ville, Tenn. For a number of years she 
has worked as secretary in the offices 
of the old Southern Convention, now 
the Southern Conference of the United 
Church of Christ, in Elon College, N. C. 

Dr. Andes was ordained in 1935 to 
the gospel ministry in the Christian 
Church. Since graduation from semi- 
nary he has served in Reidsville, Win- 
ston-Salem, Pfafftown and Elon Col- 
lege, all in North Carolina. 

During these years, from 1938 to 
1966, he has served as secretary and 


president of the Virginia Valley Cen- 
tral Conference and of the North Caro- 
lina and Virginia Conference, and on 
many committees of these bodies. 

For many years he served on the 
Mission Board, the Board of Publica- 
tions, and the Board of Christian Ed- 
ucation of the Southern Convention, 
having been chairman of the Board of 
Christian Education, He also served on 
the Board of Directors for Moonelon 
Conference Center, near Elon College. 

During most of Dr. Andes’ ministry 
he has served on the Executive Board 
of the Southern Convention and, since 
the formation of the Southern Confer- 
ence, he has been a member of the 
Board of Directors and the Coordinator 
of the Church and Ministry Committee 
of the Southern Conference. 

Dr. Andes has served on the Com- 
munity Council of Burlington, N. C., 
having served a term as president and 
in other active capacities, and as pres- 
ident of the Alamanace County Fed- 
erated Ministerial Association. 

Like our former well-loved super- 
intendent, the Rev. Dr. James H. Light- 
bourne, Jr.. Dr. Andes is a native 


Southerner and his ministry has been 
in the South. His years of service as 
pastor of the Elon College Community 
Church has involved ministering to a 
heterogeneous group of faculty, stu- 
dents, community folk, children of the 
Home for Children, and people em- 
ployed in industry. He is amazingly 
well equipped to lead the Southeast 
Conference in its steady climb upward 
on “The ,Stairway of Progress.” 

Dr. Andes is one of a ministerial 
family in that not only was his father 
a minister, but his brother, the Rev. 
Mark Andes, serves the Edgewood 
United Church of Christ in Burlington, 
N. C., (our former superintendent and 
family are now members of this 
church), and his sister is married to a 
minister, the Rev. Robert J. Harding, 
who serves the Central Church in 
Newtonville, Massachusetts. Another 
brother, Raymond Andes, is a profes- 
sor of Romance Languages at Bridge- 
water College, Bridgewater, Virginia. 

The Southeast Conference has been 
fortunate, during this interim period 
when it has had no executive head, in 
that outstanding leadership, both lay 
and ministerial, within the conference, 
has worked unceasingly, tirelessly, de- 
votedly, to keep the conference well 
organized, smoothly running, serving 
as best it could the people and church- 
es of the Southeast area. No paid staff 
person could have given more dedi- 
cated service to the Conference than 
did our past moderator, Mr. Rufus G. 
Obrecht. Heart and soul with him, of 
course, were the Rev. and Mrs, Arnold 
Slater, the Rey. and Mrs. Edward M. 
Brown, and the present fine moderator, 
the Rev. Frederick A. Meyer, and oth- 
ers too numerous to mention, Truly, 
no conference could ever have had fin- 
er leadership than these have given 
to the Southeast during this period 
when it might otherwise have faltered 
in its progress, 

The Southeast Conference has chos- 
en wisely and well in electing Dr. 
William Jacob Andes to lead it. We 
hail his unanimous election with joy 
and eagerly anticipate his arrival on 
the field. 


Rock Stand Church 
Makes Good Progress 


The Rock Stand Church, Roanoke, 
Alabama, made considerable progress 
jin 1965 and the early part of 1966. 
Interest in the church has increased; 
attendance has increased; we now have 
93 enrolled in our Sunday School. 

We have purchased and installed a 
central heating system which gives us 
forced air heat instead of our having 
to use space heaters as we did in the 
past. This heating system has proven 
to be very satisfactory. 

The church voted to purchase new 
pews. We elected a committee to con- 
tact the manufacturing company and 
get prices. This committee called a 
meeting of the church members on 
March 7, 1966. A representative of the 
manufacturing company was present 
with samples and prices of pews, Be- 
fore the meeting was over the church 
had voted to purchase new pews and 
two new pulpit chairs. The salesman 
promised to try to make delivery be- 
fore our Homecoming service which 
will be on May 22nd, 

Rey. Andrew Nelson of Clanton, 
Alabama, will be our Homecoming 
speaker. 

The Rev. G. Graham Norris of 
Mountain Creek, Alabama, will be the 
evangelist for our revival, which be- 
gins June 26th, 

Rock Stand Church has a budget 
system which has worked well for it. 
At the beginning of each year the of- 
ficers of the church meet and set up a 
budget for the year, to be recommend- 
ed to the church for approval. Then 
we have a goal toward which to work. 

We are looking forward to building 
an extension to the church in the near 
future. This building will be used for 
educational purposes.

Southeast Conference Has 


Fine Annual Meeting 


The feeling of change and newness, 
the sense of progress to meet the 
changing situation: these were the out- 
standing impressions of the annual 
meeting of the Southeast Conference 
held on April 23-24, 1966, at the First 
United Church of Christ, Nashville, 
Tenn. 


The church where we met is new 
and modern, and its background from 
the Evangelical and Reformed Church 
made it part of the new make-up of 
the Conference, The hospitality ex- 
tended by the pastor and people of the 
church was of the finest quality. And 
it was good to know that the three 
other churches in the Nashville area 
which made up part of our Conference 
were working with our host church to 
make us welcome. These were the 
Brookmeade Church, the Fisk Union 
Church, and the Howard Church. 


The Conference itself was new as 
this was really the first meeting as a 
Conference since the vote at Atlanta a 
year ago authorized the reorganization 
of the Southeast Convention into a 
Conference of the United Church of 
Christ. The attendance of 184 dele- 
gates and 6 visitors was very encour- 
aging, especially since Nashville is lo- 
eated geographically at the far end of 
our Conference borders and meant a 
very long trip for some of our dele-

gates. 


It was new and different, also, to be 
meeting while we do not have a reg- 
ular Minister and Superintendent on 
duty for the conference. Many had 
been fearful that the business could 
not be carried through without an ac- 
tive Conference executive on hand. 
But the faithful and very capable lead- 
ership of Mr. Rufus G. Obrecht as our 
moderator overcame all difficulties in 
this direction, and the program pro- 
ceeded smoothly and well. 


The high point of the Conference 
meeting was undoubtedly the report 
of the Personnel Committee and the 
recommendation of the Board of Di- 
rectors, and the election of the Rev. 
Dr. William J. Andes of Elon College, 
N. C., to be our new Conference Min- 
ister and Superintendent. Dr. Andes 
was present for the occasion and spoke 
cf his hopes for the Conference’s fu- 
ture, pledging his best efforts to give 
us the leadership we need. 


Another matter of central import- 
ance was the action upon the new 
Constitution for the Conference. This 
was unanimously adopted, as was an- 
other motion to change the Charter to 
conform to the new name “The South- 
east Conference of the United Church 
of Christ.” 


The visiting speakers from the Na- 


tional Boards and _ Instrumentalities 
provided much inspiration and food for 
thought for all who were present. Dr. 
Harold N. Skidmore of the Pension 
Boards gave an informative and pro- 
vocative message spiced with the na- 
tural humor which those who have 
known him in the past have always 
enjoyed. Rev. Karlton C. Johnson of 
the Stewardship Council brought us 
much information and insight on the 
new approach to Stewardship which 
is being planned for our churches this 
fall. 


Dr. Donald C. Dearborn, represent- 
ing the Executive Council of our de- 
nomination, gave a truly inspiring 
massage on Saturday morning when 
Dr. Hollis F. Price could not be pre- 
sent. 


Dr, Jesse H. Dollar, who had helped 
our Conferenge program greatly by 
his service as Ad Interim Superinten- 
dent, gave a fine report, and also a 
message about subscriptions to The 
Southeast News and the United Church 
Herald. This resulted in approximately 
100 new subscriptions for these per- 
iodicals being received. 


The election of new officers and 
commission chairmen sometimes seems 
an old matter; yet it is always new, for 
new people are needed to carry for- 
ward the work of the Conference. 
These new officers and chairmen were 
commissioned to their duties at an im- 
pressive service on Sunday morning, 
April 24th,

Lay Fellowships Hold 
Meeting In Nashville 


Following the joint banquet and pro- 
gram on Saturday night, April 23rd 
the Women’s Fellowship of the South~ 
east Convention was called to order 
by the president, Mrs. Edward M. 
Brown, at 9:30 p. m. The purposes and 
duties of the Commission on Lay Life 
and Work of the Southeast Conference, 
as outlined in the new Constitution 
and By-Laws, were read and discuss- 
ed by the chair. The chair called upon 
Mrs. F, C. Lester to speak concerning 
the consultation the Lay Life and Work 
Committee of the Southeast Conven- 
tion had held in Birmingham, Ala., on 
April 2, 1966. After pertinent com- 
ments, Mrs. Lester quoted from the 
Minutes of the Consultation the fol- 
lowing: 


“From the verbal expressions from 
each person present at the Consulta- 
tion it appeared that the consensus was 
that it would not be necessary or ad- 
visable to have Conference organiza- 
tions for the lay work of the South- 
east Conference, since the Commission 
on Lay Life and Work of the Confer- 
ence will be in a position adequately 
to fill the lay needs on the Conference 
level.” 


After questions for clarification and 
comments from the group members, it 
was moved and seconded that the Wo- 
men’s Fellowship of the Southeast 
Convention be reorganized as a part 
of the Commission on Lay Life and 
Work of the Southeast Conference, 
with the Commission assuming the 
Fellowship’s functions and work. This 
motion carried. 


This move affects only the methods 
of work on the Conference level. It 
is anticipated that the retreats and 
workshops on state or Association le- 
vels will function as in the past. 

Mr. Herschel P. Franks, president of 
the Churchmen’s Fellowship, then took 
the chair, 


After some discussion, the motion 
was made and unanimously carried, 
that the Churchmen’s Fellowship be 
reorganized into the Commission on 
Lay Life and Work of the Southeast 
Conference, there to carry on its work 
as an integral part of the Commission. 


It was agreed by both former lay 
organizations that the monies formerly 
sent to the two different fellowship 
treasurers now be sent directly to the 
Conference office, earmarked for work
